Neverthelefe 
torafmuch as all the Charters in the Ages fol- 
lowing made to the Prince do hold the fame 
manner of Limitation of Eftate, lampcrfwa- 
ded fome Myftery of good Policy to lye hid* 
den therein, which as I conceive may be this 
or fuch like. The Kings of England thought 

to 
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to confer upon their Prince and Heir apparenl 
in Eftate of Fee iimple in the Lands that they 
beflowed upon him *, for it lefler than an Inhe- 
ritance had not been anfwerable to fo great a 
Dignity. And yet they were not willing to 
give him any larger Eftate, than fuch as 
mould extinguiih again in the Crown when 
he came to be King or died -, for that he be- 
ing King ihould alto have the like Power to 
create the Prince of his Heir apparent, and to 
inveft him into that Dignity as he being the 
feather was inveftcd by his Progenitor. For 
the Wifdom of the Kings of Ef^land wa« 
fuch, as that they would not deprive theiq- 
felves of that Honour but that every of them 
migiit ma)ce new Creations an^ Inveftutet 
of the Principality to their eldeft Son or next 
fucceeding Heir apparent i and that thofe 
Lands fo given unto the Prince, might when 
he was King be annexed, knit and united 
^gain to the Crown, and out of the Crowii 
to be of new conferred; which coujd not fo 
have b|sen, if thofe Lands had been given to 
the Prince and his Heirs gcncrs(ls, for thcq 
the Lands fo given would have reftcd in the 
natural Perfon of thp Prince?, after they came 
to the Kingdom, diftinft from the Crowq 
Lands, and might, as the Cafe ihould happen, 
defcend to others than thofe which were hit 
Heirs apparent to the Crown. And hereiti 
I do obferve a difference between the Princi- 
pality of Wales given to the Prince, and the 
putchy of Cornwall given unto him* For 
every Prince needeth, and fo hath had, a nevf 
Creation and Invefture. But he is Duke of 
CQtmpall as foon as he is born, if his Ance-

Afterwards the faid Henry the Fourth died in

King Hemy the Fifth» who alfo in the tenth 
Year of his Reign djicd, leaving Henry his 
Son behind him, nein^ an Infant of the Age 
of ted Months, who by reafon of his tender 
Age, Was not ("as by any Recorid extant can bi$ 
prpred/ ever created Prince, but was pro- 
claimed King immediately after the Death o( 
his Father, by the Name ofJftixn^Henry the 
Sixth. 

King Henry the ftxth, by the Advicd ^a^Caridmi^tk 
Councilof his Lords Spiritual and Temporal 'f^J' 
given to him in his Parliament holden in the ^^^Jwardi 
thirty firft Ycs^r of his Reign, did afterwards Son and 
bv his Charter, bearing Date at Wefiminfler ^^^ /PP*- 
the fifteenth Day of March, in the thirty fe- '^^J^^^^^ 
cond Year of his Reign, create Edfvard his sixth. 
Sop born at Wfftmin(i&ry by one and the fclf- PHncc of 
(ame Patent, to be both Prince of Wales^ 2^f)A ^*'^*^- 
Earl of Cbefier^ and invefted him therein with 
the ufual Enfigns of that Dij^nity, as had been 
in former time accuftomed,7b have and to hold Hk Cteat^" 
the [aid Dignities to him and bis Heirs j Kings ®9* 
vf England : W hich Charter is recited in the 
A& of Parliament made for the Confirmatiojci 
thereof by Parliament, holden at Weftmipfl^t 
the ninth Day of 'fuly in the three and thirtieth »• ^'^' 
Year of the Reign of the fame King. 

In which A6t; of Parliament, is aUb recited g* 
npther Charter, likewife confirmed by the (aid 
PWliament, whereby the faid King did give

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unto the faid Prince, the faid Principality of 
WaUs^ together with all his Lord(hips and 
Lands, Caftles and Tenements, by fpecial 
Names above mentioned, and in the former 
Charters granted and convey'd to the former 
Princes, and the faid Fee Farms and Rents of 
113 /. tf J. 8i. out of the Lordfhip and 
Town of Buelt^ and the faid f (5 /• i ; /. 4 d. 
out of the Lordfliip, Caftle and Town of 
Montgomery^ iikewife mentioned in the Char- 
ters of the former Prince : To have and to bold 
the fame to bim and bis Heirs ^ Kings of Eng« 
land. 

By the fame AS of Parliament alfo it waS' 
Enafted Cbecaufe the faid Prince was then of 
tender Years^ there was af&gn'd unto him a 
certain Number of Servants to attend on him 
according to his Eftate and Dignity, which 
ihbuld be at Diet in^the Ki^ig's Houfe, until ' 
The King the faid Prince ihould accompliih the Age of 
ReJfnuw^ fourteen Years, and that the King ihould 
•tiU^thc"' "^^^^ ^^^ ^^^^ ^yim% of Mony as fhould clearly 
Prince ac. remain ur\^o the Prince, due of all manner If- 
compiiih fues and Revenues which the Prince then had 
g^^^^in refpca of his faid Principality, Dutchyand 
Years. . Earldome, until the faid Age of fourteen 
Years, the f^id Revenues to be accounted for 
to the King in his Exchequer } referring un- 
to the faid Prince, until he fhould come to be 
of the Age of eight Years» a thoufand Pound 
yearly, and from that Age, 'till he come to 
fourteen Years, two thoufand Marks yearly 
for his Wardrobes, Wages of Servants and o- 
ther oeccflVy Expences. But faving always unto 
che King,the Advoufons of Biflioprlcks and fpi« 

ritual 
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ritual Livings, and the Qifts of all Officei, 
\Vardf) Reliefs, and fifcheats belonging to 
the faid Prince, until he ihotild accomplifli 
the faid Age of fourteen Years, faving fuch 
Eftate in certain of the faid Lands, as the 
Queen had to her before the faid time, aflfu- 
red unto the faid Prince, (hould be of the faid 
Age of fourteen Years, and faving certain par- 
ticular Sums of Mony in the faid Aft of Par- 
liament mentioned, as.were formerly appoint* 
ed out. of the faid Lands, as well for Expence 
of the KingS'Of £«^/<wrf for their Houlhold, 
as otherwife durink fuch particular times as 
are therein declared: Provided that all Offices 
formerly granted by the King, and needing 
aftual Exercife, and the Fees due to the fame, 
ihould not be prejudiced by the (aid A&. 

Afterwards by another Charter, the Taid ^ ^^^ 
King doth releafe unto the faid Prmce, all the J^^;™ 
faid Grant of the faid yearly Sums of Mony rh penes 
iiTaing oat of the Revenues aforefaidi and R£memar. 
all things by the faid Aa granted and appoint- '^^P^^- 
ed unto the faid King, refcrving only for the '*'"**^** 
fame unto the faid King yearly, five hundred 
twenty feven Marks, four Shillings, fcven 
Pence Halfpenny, to be tffuing out of the 
fa d Principality and Earldom i and feven hun* 
dred fixty fcven Marks, eleven Shillings, fe- 
ven Pence Halfpenny, yearly, out of the faid 
Dutchy, until the faid Prince fhould be of 
eight Years of Age, then referving out of tffc 
faid Principality and Earldomi yearly unto the

Jnchsrtes and the Lord-Keeper of the Privy-Seal j the

§.fmi.a. jjj^jj Vifcount Beamont^ and alfo John Suttmj 

and Thomas Stanly^ Knights, to be of the Pri-* 
vy Cooncil unto the faid Prince i emoyning all 
Officers and Miniflers of the (aid rrince, that 
they and every of them fhould be obedient 
In the Execution of all Commandments and 
Warrants of the faid Counfellor?, or at the 
., Jcaft four of them together, with the AfTent 
nnd Confent of the Queen in all Caufcs and 
Matters concerning the Titles, Rights, Pof- 
feffions, and Interefls of the faid Prince*, and 
that the faid Gommandmeots and Warrants 
ihould be as available in that Behalf, as if 
tthe fame had been made or done by the faid 
V Prince himfelf, being of full Age; Which 

Commandment in all Leafcs of the (aid 
Prince's Inheritance, was purfued accord- 
jngly. 

][n the nine ind thirtieth Year of the (aid 
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King Henry the Sixth's Reiga, he being of 
the Houfe of Lancsjieff (fuch is the mutabili- 
ty, apfl fo unftableare all human. Things^ 
that the (aid King being a Man (as the Times 
then were devout and religious) the Founder 
'- of Schools and Colleges, virtuous, and a Lo# 
ver of Peace^ was by the Violence p( the 
Heirs of the Houfe of fork put from his 
Kingdom, and committed to Pri(on, and 
Edwsrdj Earl of March f Son and Heir to Ri^' 
chard Dvkt oiXtk^ reigped in his fieadi by 
jthe Name of King Edv^ard the Fourth. 

But yet behold the Hand of G^d, for ia 
the tenth Year of the faid King Edi»ardxhc 
Fj^th, upon Difcontentment conceived a^ 
.jgfmfl; him by Richard Earl of WartPtckf a 
Man more popular and potent than was fit 
for a Subje&, the faid Richard^ with a col* 
IcAed Power, fo preflcd tbe King, that he 
was driven to fly the Realm, and to (eek fo- 
reign Aid, feeing his homebred SubjeAs pro* 
jfred 10 unfaithful. 

Then King Henry the Sixth, after ten 
Years Imprifonment, readeptcd the Kingdom» 
and in the faid tenth Year of King Edward 
the Foutth, wrote the forty ninth Year of his 
Reign, having indured ten Years intermiflloa 
in the Comppitationvof His time, as appeareth 
in the Books of Law of that Age. But be- 
ing thus feated, he was yet unfettled^and after 
much effufion of Blood ^ (fox in a Civil War» 
there is no true Vi&ory, in as much as he 
th^t prevaileth is alfp a Lofcr Kng Hwry 
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the Sixth was compelled again to give place 
to his Adverfary, and after to make that part 
fure, was deprived of Life, having loft alfo 
Edward his Son, Prince before fpoken of, the 
hope of all^his Pofterit^, in the Battel of 

tiBd.m Edward the Fourth, having thus gained 
JJJ^'j the Crown, which had been thus Inakeo 
from his Head, did by his Charter dated the 
atfth of June^ in the eleventh Year of his 
Rcign^ create Edward of Weftminfier^ his Son^ 
and Heir Apparent, Prince of Wahs^ and 
Earl of Cbefier. And by another like Charter 
of the fame Xear, gave unto him the Lands 
and Revenues of the faid Principality md 
Earldom, To have and to bold, to bim anJHns 
Heirs^ Kings of England. This Edward the 
Prince being of tender Years, was born in the 
Sanftuary of Wiffimwffer^ whither the Queen 
his Mother was fled for her Security i and 
during the time that the King her Husband 
had avoided the Realm. 

Afterwards the (aid King by his Letten Pa- 
tents, bearing Date the eighth Day of jfufy^ 
in the faid eleventh Year of bis R^eign, or- 
dained his Queen, the then Lord Archbiihop 
of Canterbury^ Qeorge Duke of Clarence^ Ri^ 
chard Duke of Glouceftetj Brothel's to the faid 
King ^ the then Bifhops of Bath and Wells^ 
and Durham; Anthony Earl Rivers^ the then 
Abbot of Weftminfter^ Chancellor to the Prince, 
William Haftings Knight, Lord Chamberlain 
to the Kingi Richard Fynes^ Lord Dacres^

The faid Au- 
thority thus given unto the faid Couofellors, 
to continue until the faid Prince (hould ac- 
complifli the Age of Fourteen Years, whirh 
was performed by them accordingly in ail 
Leafes, Difpofitions, and Grants of the Re- 
venues of the faid Prince. 

The faid King Edward the Fourth, by one P^r. f ^ 
other Charter, compofed in Englijb^ and^*^^-'^^ 
bearing Date the Tenth of November, in the ** 
Thirteenth Year of his Reign, appointed the 
faid Earl Rivets^ being Brother unto the 
Queen, to be tfie Governor of the Perfon of 
the faid Prince, and to have the Education 
and the Inllitution of Kim in all Virtues wor^* 
thy bis Birth, and to have the Government 
and Diredion of bis Servants. 

King Edward the Fourth having Reigned 
full Two and Twenty Years, in the Four and 
Twentieth Year of his Reign left this mor- 
tal Life, and ended his Days at Weflminfter^ 
and was interred at- Windfir. Edward the 

Prince 
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Prince^ his Son and Heiry then being at Lud^ 
Im^ near theMarflies of WaUs^ foribe better 
ordering of the Weljh under the Government of 
the faid Lord Rivers^ his Uncle on the Mdi* 
other's Side, and upon the Death of his Fa- 
ther, drawing towards London to prepare for 
bis Coronationf fell into the Hands of his 
Uncle by the Father^ Richar^j Duke of Glofi* 
cefter. \ and the faid Lord Rivers being upon 
^ the Way towards London^ was intercepted, 
and loft his Head at Pmnfret^ for what Caufe 
I know not other than this, that he was 
thought to be too great an Obftacle be- 
tween a thirfty tyrannous Defire, and the 
Thing that was fo thirftily and tyrannouf}/ 
d^ed. 

Edmard, King of England^ the fifth of that 
Name, (for.fo he was, although he enjoyed 
it not long, being thus furprized under the 
Power of his natural Uncle, and yet his mor<^ 
til Enemy) was brought to London with 
great Solemnity and Pomp, and with the 
great Applaufe of the People, flocking about 
to behold bis Perfon, as the manner of the 
Englijh Nation is to do, whofe new Joys can- 
not endure to be fettred with any Bonds# 
His faid Uncle calling himfelf Lord Prote^or 
of the King and his Realm, but indeed was 
the Wooll to whom the Lamb* was commit- 
ted i for having thus furprized the King'$ 
Perfon, he laboured by all Means to get into 
his Pofleflion alfo the younger Brother, be- 
ing Duke of Torl;^ knowing that they both 
being fundred, the Safety of the younger 
would be a Means to prcferve the elder, and 

there?* 
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therefore by all linifter Perfwaiions and fair 
Pretences^ having obtained thcf younger Dakc 
from his Mother^ eke King and the Duke 
both for a time renuined in the Toper of Lon^ 
dmj and there fhortlv afcer both in one Bed 
were in the Night lm#thered to Death, and 
buried in an obfeure and fecret Place un* 
known hoyv and where, udtil one of the 
Executioners thereofi after many Years, be- 
ing condemned to die for other his manifold 
Crimes, confefled alfo his guilty Faft in this 
pitiful Tragedy, and the Circumftance there- 
of, of whith, by reafon of the Secrecy and . 
Incertainty, divers had before that diverfly£^iv*up- 
conje£tured. And by this Means all the ©^ Ws re- 
Provifion for the Coronation of innocent ^^^ 
Edward ferved the Turn to fet the Crowoi ^k aa 
upon the Head of tyrannous Richard : Oot Oath a£ 
of which, by the Way, 1 canftot but obt Jf^' '^^ 
fcrve, how hateful a bloody Hand is to A*- ^^^ 
mighty God, the King of Ktng|s, who re- the Kiag. 
venged the Bloodihed of thofc civil Broils, ^^m, but 
whereof £/jr^i, the Father, had l>«ra the gjj^*^^^ 
Occafion^ and the Breach of his Oat^^ upon j^k. ^ °' 
thofe his two innocent Infants. 

This Tyrant and Stain of the Ei^l^ Sto- 
ry^ Rkbard Duke of Qhuceflerj uftirped the 
•Kingdom by the Name of Richard the Third, 
and became King ; yet as our Records of 
Law witnefs de faBo^ fed non de jure. And 
in the firft Year of his Reign, created Ed^ 
ward his Son, being a Child of ten Years of ^ 
Age, Prince of W^les^ Lieutenant of the 
Realm of Ireland.

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But for that the Profpcrity of the picked 
is but as the flouriihing of a green Trec^ 
which whilft a Man paflTet by is blaftcd dead 
at the Root^y and his Place knaweth it no 
more. So ihortly after wards> God raifed up 
Hewyy Earl o( Ricbfnond^ the next Heir of 
the Houfe of Lancafier^ to execute Jufticc 
upon that unnatural and bloody Ufurper> and 
to caft him tl\at had been the Rod of God's 
Judgments upon others, into the Fire alfo. 
For in the third Year of the Reign •f the faid 
Richard^ $f the Battle of Bofwortbj wherein- 
, to the faid Richard entered ia the Morning) 
Crowned in all Kingly Pomp, he was flain, 
and his naked Carcafs with as much Defpighc 
as could be devifed, was carried out thereof 
at Night, and the (aid Henry ^ Earl of RiS* 
mond, the Solomon of England^ Father to Msr-^ 
garet^ your Majefties great Grandmother, 
Kigned in his Stead, by the Name of King 
Ebury the Seventh. 

This King Hefify the Seventh, took to

The faid King Henry the Seventh, by his 
Letters Patents, dated the firft Day of D^c^w- 
her^ in the Fifth Year of his Reign, created 
Arthur^ his eldeft Son and Heir apparent, be- 
ing then about the Age of Three Years, 
Prince of W^iks. Alfo 
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Alfo there was a Charter of the Grant off^^^Jf 
the Lands of the faid Principality, Earldom 2^f^ 
ofChefietj mdFlint^ dated the twenty fcwnth ^ k. 7, 
of February, in the faid fifth Year of the faid 
King, made unto the faid Prince, 



The faid King Henry the Seventh by his tow* 
Charter bearing Date the twentieth Day ^^^^^^ 
March in the eighth Year of his Reign, did^^-J^^^^ 
conftitute and appoint the faid Prince Artbm 
to be his Jufticc in the Counties of Sakp^ H€* 
refbrdf Gloucefter^ and the Marches of f^ales^ 
adjoyning-to the laid Shires« to enquire of all 
Liberties, Privileges, and Franchifes, being 
poffcffed or claimed, or which then after 
(hould he poffeffed or claimed by any Perfon 
or PerfonSf and which were to be fcized into 
the .King's Hands, and of all Efcapes and Fe* 
lonsi and thofe Inquifitions fo from lime to 
time to be taken to certify into the Chance^ 
ry. And by the fame Charter gave him 
Power to fubftitute and appoint others under 
him for the better Execution of the (ame, 
which afterwards by Commiflion was executed 
accordingly. 

And the faid King alfo by his Charter bear- 
ing Date the fourtecnthr of June^ in the 
eighth Year of his Reign, made and cop^- 
tuted the faid Arthur Prince of Wales^ and 
Governor, and Warden of the Marches of 
"England towards Scotland^ and fubftituted as 
his Lieutenant aud Vice-warden under hiiii 
Thomas £arl of Smr^^ for the due Execution 
thereof. 

Likewife 
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Likewiie the faid King by his Letters Pa« 
tents dated the fifth Day of Nffvemher in the 
ninth Year of his Reign, in Augmentatica 
of the Revenue of the Prince, did grant un- 
to the faid Prince tke Honour^ Caftlc, ftn(l 
Lordfhip of Wigtnore^ and divers other Ca- 
ftles. Manors, and LandS) which fome time 
had been belonging to the Earldom oiMarcb^ 
which came to the Crown by King Edward 
the Fourth , who was himfclf Earl of March 
before he aflumed Jiis Regal Eftate, To have 
and to bold during the Pleafure of the King^ 
yielding yearly the Rent of two hundred 
Pounds*

' But whether the faid King did grant the 
Lands and Revenues belonging to the faid 
Principality, unto the faid Prince Hemy or no, « 
as he had done unto Prince v^/ibir his Brother, 
doth not appear by any Charter that as yet 
thereof can be found.

in the Office of Prefideat of the faid Council. 

The Lady iMifry, eldcft Daughter of King

tams^ the Ancient Inhabitants of this Land : 
They have a particular Language^ called 
Comijh (although now much worn out of ufe) 
differing but little from the Wel^, and the 
. Language of the Britains in France ; which 
argueth their Original to have been out of 

one Nation. 

» 

This Territory was anciently reputed a 
Dukedom ; but a little befor^^ and alfo after 
the Nmmsn CSdnqoeft, it was an Earldom^, 
and fo continued until the Eleventh year of 
Kjng Edward the Thirds at which time itL 
was a-new coniiituted a Dutchy^ and the 
lirft Dutchy that was eredled in England after, 
the laidConqueft. 

Such as were £aHs thereof in antient ttme^ 
t>efore th» £i:eAion of the faid Dutchy, were 
for the moft part of the Blood Royal ; a« 
mongft whoni^ many being Memorable^ 
there was, as moft Ancient, Richard T^kiX of 
Cemwall, the Bfed Emperour, or King of 
the Romans ^ Brother to King Henrj^ the 
Third. But his Pofterity dying without If* 
fue, it came again to the .Crown, in the days 
of King Edward the FirQ ; who conferred 
the faid Earldom upon Edward the Prince, 
his Son, fumamed of Carnarvon ; who being 
Kinjg;, conferred the lame upon his Minion 
TUree Je Gavefim ; but he «being afterwards 
attainted of X^ eaibn, and executed, the faid 
Earldom was beftowed upon Join, furnamed 
of Edtbam hecaufe he was t>orh there, youn- 
ger brother to King Edward ^h^ Third ; who 

dying 
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^ying likewtfe withpuc Ifluej, it was bftly 
ere&ed into a Dutchy, ( as hath been faid) 
and conferred upon Edward, afcerwarils iiir- 
tiamed the Bkck Prina, in the Eleventh year 
of the Reign of the faidX. £^i^tfr^ the Thirds 
his Father. 

Therefore the faid King Edward, purpofing 
to augment the Tides of his faid Son^ aid, in 
the Parliament holden in the Eleventh year 
of his Reign^ create not only the faid Ed^ 
ward then, before made Earl of Cbcfier, to 
be Duke of Cpmwall, but alfo^ to honour 
that publick Proceeding the more^ did at the 
fame time create divers and fundry worthy 
PerfonSy and well defer ving^ to fundry Dig- 
nities of Nobility, as by the Records extant 
thereof doth appear. 

. The Manner of the G!tR Creation of the 
Duke oi Cotmi/dll was very fpecial^ {or the 
faid Dignity was conferred upon the faid Ed^ 
ward then Earl of Cbefier, and to the firft be- 
gotten Sons and Heirs apparent of him and his 
HeirSy Kings of England, for ever. So that 
it feemeth that the Intention thereof was, firft 
that none (faould be Dukes of Cornwall^ but 
fuch as were Eldefl Sons^ and Heirs apparent 
to the Crown ; and that when ther^ was any 
fail of fuch Peribn. then the faid Dignity 
Ihould remain in (ufpence, until fuch Son 
and Heir apparent again were extant. St^

Ihould presently upon his Birth^ being then

All the Moors andWaftes wherein the Tin 
is found, being of Ancient rimes. belonging to 
the Kings, and many of the faid Moors at this 
Day being parcel ot the Dutchy of CornwalL 

The Kings of this Land in former times 
have caft their Princely Care to eftablifh a 
good and orderly Managing of the faid 
Commodity, and have endowed the Tinners 
with fundry Priviledges for their good 
Government, thereby the more to Encou- 
rage them in the fearch of Tin. And there* 
upon byAnctifntCharters,the wholeCompany 
and Body of Tinners, in every of the faid 
Counties of Devon and CernwaU^zxc caO and di* 
videdinto 4 federal Stamieries or Jurifilidions:

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In every of wbifb Stinneries, there 1$ 4 
Courts CO miDifler Jafiice, in all Caofes per- 
fop^l; arifing between Tinner and Tinner^

jfcperioor Judge, both for Law and Equity; 
and from him^ unto the Body of the Council 
of the Lord Prince, Duke of Ci^nwaU} tQ 
which Duke • the Scanneri|?s are given^ as by 
the former Charcent have appeared ; and from 
chem the Appeal lietb to the King's moft 
Royal Pdrfoa. 

When Matters of Moment, concerning 
ch^ State of thofe Mines or Statineries^ (haU 
cooie to be queftioned or debated, there ara 
in every of the faid Counties, by the diredi* 
oh of the Lord W^irden, fevecal Parliament$ 
or General Affemblies of the Tinners fum- 
moned, whereunto every Scannery within 
that County fenderh Jurats or Burgeffes, by 
whofe Advice and Confenc, Conftituttonsj 
Orders, and l^nvfi^ are made and ordained 
touching Tin j Caufes which being promuU 
ged, the fame do binii the whole Body of 
Tinners of that County as firmly, as if the 
fame had been eftabliihed in^the General 
Parliaments of this Realm.

Broker or Regrator of 
Tin, who either buyeth to tranfport out of 
the Realm, or «lfe to regrate and fell again 
within the Realm. And Fourthly ^ the Spadi- 
ard or Spaliard, fo called, becaufe he liveth 
by his Spade, and is the Mine-worker and 
liabourer for Tin, who commonly, in re- 
ipedof his poor £ft ate, is eaten out by the 
hard and ufurious Contrads for Tin, which 
he is drfiren to make with^the Merchant or 
Regrator. For thofe poor Labourers having 
no Wages certain, but only Shares in the 
Mines, a» the Quantity thereof (hall arife, 
and being not able to (uftain themfelves and 
f hmr Families until the time for Coinage and 
Marts for Tin ftall come^ which is halt year- 
ly ; they are by Neceifity compelled, for a 
unall Sui of Money be fore* hand, to enter 
into Bond unto the Merchant or Regrator of 
Tin, to deliver him, at the time of the next 
cnfuing Coinage, Tin, in Value much ntore 
than the Money which they had formerly re^ 
ceived.

Ic is not Lawfbl, hj the Law of Ttonera^ 
and h is^ by cbp ancient Charters of Privile- 
ges granted by the Kings of EngUnd Unto 
tbc Tinners, exprefly forbidden^ under For- 
feicnreot the Tin, that no Tin (halt be fold 
within every of the iaid Counties^ either 
Bla^ or Wlute Tin». but only at two Sect 
Times of the year^ and at Places appointed j 
to wluch Places all the vendible Tin in the 
leveral Counties is brougBc^ and there, by 
the Oflioeis of the Duke, the fame is weigh- 
ed by a Beam and Weights thereto appointed, 
and after the fame is coined with a Stamp, it 
is theceopon allowed to be Sold^ and not be- 
fore.

^H£ Eldifi 509 orthe Kiog was 
fometimes ftiled, in the Saxm^ 

And fo like wife tj£tbeling^ or 
Etheling, which is a Patrony- 
mic ot the Saxom word ji$b$i, 
l^Ui. As EaJgaring was the Sod of Kadgar^ 
fo Atbeling the Son of a Nobleman^ was 
afterwards ufed only for the King's Eldefi Son. 
He is. Bora Dake ot Cornwall ; and^ _as to chas 
Dutchy, and all the Lands Honours^ Rents^ 
and great Revenues belonging thereunto^ he 
is upo{i his Birth Day prefumed^ and by Law 
taken to be of full Age { fo that he may that 
Day fue for the Livery of he faid Dukedom^ 
and ought of Right to obtain the fame^ as if 
he had been full 21 Years of Age. Afters 
wards be is created Prince of IValesj whofe 
hveftiture is perform'd by the Jmpo(ition of a 
Caf of StAto^ and Coronet on bis Head, as a 
Tokeo of Pi incipalicy^ and putting into 1^ 
Hand a Verge of Gola^ the Emblem oi Govern^ 
wunt^ and a Ring of Gold on his Finger, to in-^ 
dmate that be muft be a Husband to his 

Country, 
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Coatitty, and Father to her Children. Alio 
to him is giiren and granted tetters^Patents^ 
€0 hold the fatd Principality^ to him and his 
Heirs Kings cf EngUnJ } by which Words the 
Separation of tuu Principality is for ever Or 
voided: His Maptle. which he wears in Par- 
liament, is once more doiibled, or hath one 
Guard more than a Duke's • his Corotiet is of 
Croffei and PUwtr- de-luces ^ arid his Cap of State 
Indented^ 

Since' the happy Reftauration ox King 
Cbsrles the Second^ it was Solemnly ordered^ 
that the Son and Heir Apparent of the Growii * 
of England J fliall ufe and bear his Coroiiet of 
Croffis and Flower-de-luce} with bne ArCh, and 
in the midft a BaB and Crofs, as hath the Royal 
Diadem. That the Duke of Tark^ and ail the 
immediate Sons and Brothers of the Kings of 
England, (hall ufe and bear their Coron^ts^ 
composed of Cro/fi and Flower-de-luces only ^ 
but all the Sons refpecftively, having the Title 
of Dukes, fliall bear and ufe fuch Coronets as 
other Dukes who are not of the Royal Fa* 
mily. 

From the Day of his Birth he is conimoniy 

filled the Prince of finales, a Title firft gireti 
by King Edward the Firft, to his Eldeft Son * 
for the ff^el(b Nation, till that time, unwilling 
to fubmit to the Yoke of Strangers, thafc 
' King fo order'd, that his Queen was deHver'd 
of her firft Child in Carnarwn-Cafile in ff^ales, 
and then demanded of the ff'eljh, as fome . 
affirm. If they would be content to SuhjeB tbenh 
felves to on§ of their own Nation^ that could not 
ffeak one word flyEnglifti, and againfi whofeLift 
they could take no jufi Exceftiofti whereontb 

when 
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when they had readily t:onfented^ the King 
nominated this his new-born Son^ and after- 
wards created him Trinct of WaUs^ and be- 
flowed on him all the Lands^ Honours^ and[ 
Revenues belonging to the faid Principality. 

The Prince hath ever fmce been ftiled Prince 
Wales, Duke of Aqultain and CornwaU^ and 
Earl oiChefter and Flint ; which Earldoms are 
always conferred upon him by Letters Patent. 
Since the Union of England and Scotland^ his 
Title hath been Magna Britannia Princefs, but 
more ordinarily the Prime of Wales. 

The King of England^s Eldeft Son, (fo long* 
is Normandf remained in their Hands) was 
alfo ftiled Duke of Normandj. 

Ancienrljr the Prince's Arms of Wales ^ whilft 
they were Sovereigns^ did bear quarterly Gules, 
and Ory four Lions fajfant gardant counter-- 
€banged. 

The Arms of the Prince of Wales at this 
Day, differ from thofe of the King, only 
by addition of a Label of three Points^ charged 
with nine Torteux $ and the Device of the 
Prince is a Coronet beautified with three O/lrieh 
Feathers, infcrib'd with Icb Dien^ which in the 
German Language fignifies, / ferw. This De- 
vice was born at the Battel of Creffy, by John 
King of Bohemia^ ferving there under the 
French TLiagy and there flain by Edward the 
Black Prince ; fince worn 1)y the Princes of 
Walesa and by the Vulgar called the Prince's 
Arms. 

The Prince, in our Law, is reputed as the tUt Dignitj* 
fame Perfon with the King, and fo declared 
by a Staute of Henry the Eighth.

To imagine the Deach of the Prince^ or 
vicdate die Wife of the Prince , is made 

He hath bad Privilege of having a Pm^eyor^ 
aind takiJig Fwrviyme€y as tiie King. 

He can retain and qualifie as many Chu^ 
flaims as he fluU pleafe. 

Yet as the Prince in .Nature, is a dtftioA 
Perlbn from the King, fo hi Z^^ait^aKb, in 
fome Cafes, he is a Smtjt&, hoUeth bis Prptt^ 
cip4litiis and Scigmorities of the King, giveth 
(the fame RefpeS to the King as other Snbjeds 
do. 
His Rmnuet. ' The Revonnes belonging to' the Prince, 
6tH)C much of the Lands and Dcmefns of 
that Ducchy have been aJieuated, are efpeci- 
ally out of the Tin-'Mines in Cornwall^ which, 
with ail other Profits of that Dutcfay^ amount 
yearly to the fum of 14000/. 
* The Revenues of the Principality of fFuks, 

fsirveyed thr.ee hundred years ago,Cas is befoi^ 
meorian'd) was above 4680/. yearly > a i^ich 
EOate^ according to the Value of Money iti 
thofe Days. 

Till the Prince came to be fourteen Years 
old, all things belonging to the PrincipaKty 
of fFala w^re wont to be difpof^ of by Com^ 
miffioners, confiding of fome Principal PtfN 
fons of the Clergy and Nobility. 
Cadets. The Cadets ^ or Younger Sons of En^nJ^ 

are created (not hern) Dukes or Es^rh^ of what 
Pkaces or Titles the King pleaiech. 

They have no certain ^fpe$s0ges, sts in 
France, but only what the good Pleafure of 
the King beftows upon them.
